John  L.  Scott  came  to  V.  P.  I.  in  the  fall  of  1926  with  the  class  of  '30.  A 
college  man  himself,  he  knew  how  to  gain  hoth  the  respect  and  the  comradeship  of 
the  students  at  V.  P.  I.  He  has  been  here  with  us  for  four  years,  instructed  us, 
gone  to  camp   with  us,  and  has  established  himself  as  a  real  man  among  men. 

He  took  examinations  incidental  to  applying  for  a  commission  in  the  United 
States  Army  in  1916,  was  appointed  second  lieutenant  in  1917,  and  first  lieuten- 
ant the  same  year.  When  the  United  States  entered  the  war.  he  was  ordered  to 
France,  where  he  remained  until  the  end  of  the  war;  mean-while  receiving  his 
captain's   commission.
